ONLY A FEW MORE DAYS OF DOUBT. 


The Question of School Annexation Will

doubt about the new territory having been 
annexed municipally, there is a question 
whether the schools in the forty-three an- 
nexed districts shall remain under the man- 
agement of local boards or be taken in hand 
by the city board. If the final court de- 
cision be favorable to the latter plan a reor- 
ganization of the country“ institutions 
will become necessary. Under the present 
system nearly every country district has a 
superintendent, so called, who also does duty

Should reorganization become necessary 
the city board would be calied on to dispose 
of nearly two-score of. superintendents. No 
plan of operations has been agreed on and no 
steps will be taken in the matter until the 
present school vear shall have ended—in 
about two months. 

A member of the City Board has suggested 
that Superintendent Howland be given nine 
assistants to look after the country schools 
and their 700 teachers. Mr. Howland, how- 
ever, says he does not need nine assistants, 
and he has no idea that tne board would give 
him that many. He thinks he could get 
along with two or three.

Aveusta, Ga., May 9.—G. F. Rich, a Boston 
drummer, who has been selling a patent iron 
for glossing laundried linen, went to Lau- 
rens, S. C., the first part of the week with 
the hope of making some large sales of his 
machinery. The principal users of Rich’s 
article are the negro washerwomen. Ia or- 
der to reach them he rents some church or 
public meeting place, where he holds a meet- 
ing at night, when the negroes are at liberty 
to attend, and gives them a short talk on 
morality and temperance. 0 

At Laurens he engaged the Mount Pisga 
Presbyterian Colored Church, which is in the 
center of the town. Monday night Rich 
made his usual discourse on moral subjects. 

The next morning one of the negroes who 
attended the meeting told some white citi- 
zens of Laurens that Rich was advising the 
negroes to refuse to work Sundays and 
strike for higher wages. Tuesday night 
after the address and while on his way to his 
hotel he was stopped on the streets by an 
organized crowd, ana without any hesitation 
they commenced heaping blows on the de- 
fenseless man with their switches.

Lawyer Salomon Will Be Assisted by Gen.

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GOV. GEARON THETARIFF. 


HE SAYS THE M’KINLEY BILL MEANS 
DEATH TO THE 8UGAR TRUST. 


Members of ine House Take Little Inter- 
(est in the Tariff Debste, but Few of 
Them Remaining in the Chamber to 
Hear the Speeches—Mr. Crisp of Georgia 
Speaks Against the Bill—He Says the 
Way to Heip the Farmer Is to Give 
Him Cheaper Goods, | 
Wasuineton, D. C. May 9.— 
The tariff discussion in the House has almost 


cleared the floor and galleries, althougb the 
tig men of the Ways and Means Committee 


ba ve held the floor almost continually each 


day, and the leaser men have haa to get what 
time they could at the night sessions and 
talk toa handful of members. At no time 


today, except when Gov. Gear of Iowa bad 


the floor, were more than one-thira 
of the members in the chamber, al- 
though several good speakers addressed 
the House. The principal participants 
in the day’s discussion were Gear and Payne 
(New York) in support of tne bill, and Crisp 
of Georgia and Springer of Ilhnois on the 
other side. Gov. Gear’s speech was mainly 
devoted to a discussion of the sugar question 
and an explanation of the scope and effect of 
the proposed changes in the sugar schedule. 
He had fully prepared himself, and being 
familiar with the topic his remarks attracted 
close attention. A case of sampies placed on 
the desk in front of him was used jn illus- 
trating his remarks concerning the different 
grades of sugar. 

The Democrats are clamoring for more 
time for general debate, but Mr. McKinley 
says the little interest manifested in the dis- 
cussion on the part of members satisfies him 
more than ever that his committee was right 
in deciding to close the general discussion to- 
morrow evening, so that the bill may be 
taken up in detail next Monday. 

A BLOW AT THE SUGAR TRUST. 

Mr. Gear in his speech said that the old 
proverb, “Scratch a Russian and you will find 
a Tartar,” might be applied to the Demo- 
crats; for, if tne flimsy pretenbes were 
scratched off a Democrat a free-trader wouid 
be found. In 1888 the ple had rendered 
their verdict. True, Cleveland had a popu- 
lar majority, but it was a majority acquired 
by a system of suppression practiced in many 
of the Southern Siates—a system which he 
trusted would be putan end to by popular 
legislauon before this session of Congress 
adjourned. The pending bill was framed in 
harmony with the verdict oi the people. It 
had been drafted in the broad suniight of 
public opinion. | 

He gave His assent to the sugar schedule of 
the pending bill. He favored protection for 
any article that was produced inthis country. 
if the United States could proauce sugar in 
sufficient quaniity to supply domestic wants 
he would foster it by fair protection; but he 
believed that that was impossible. He was 
convinced that the United States must look to 
other countries for her sugar. There was an 
imperative den.and for free sugar. During 
the last twenty-one years we had paid in duty 
on sugar over $862,000,000. This fact should 
convince every fair-minded man of the 
necessity of putting sugar on the free list. 
He contended that the sugar schedule of the 
bill would be a blow at the Sugar Trust. 

Mr. McMillin of Tennessee inquired how it 
was, if that were so, that Sugar Trust se- 
curities had had such a phenomenal rise re- 
cently, 

Mr. Gear suggested that the pending bill 
gave the refiners a protection of only four- 
tenths of a cent, while the Mills bill gave 
them one Cent. 

Mr. McMillin replied that the pending bill 
ve them free raw material. It was evident 
rom the rise in toe Sugar Trust securities 
that the trust was not to be hurt by this bill. 

MR. CRISP OPPOSES THE BILL. 

Mr. Crisp of Georgia did not believe that to 
the manufacturer protection had been a ben- 
eficial system. As to the iaborers in manu- 
facturing establishments, as to the farmers 
throughout the land, he felt sure that the 
system had been injprious. The sys- 
tem drove out competition. It di- 
minished the number of producers 
of a given article and increased thé ease and 
tacility with which they could combine to 
ele vate the price. 

Mr. Crisp having declared that the reduc- 
tion in the price of shoes and other useful 
articles was due, not to the tariff, as asserted 
by the Republican party, but to invention, 
Mr. Walker of Massachusetts asked if it 
were not the tariff which had caused 30 
many inventions to be made here. : 

Mr. Crisp denied tais and declared that no 
legislation could prevent American genius 
and enterprise from cheapening the necessi- 
ties of life. It was absurd to ascribe inven- 
uon to protection. 

Mr. Walker—Can you conceive anything 
that goes further in the line of protection 
than a patent? 

Mr. Crisp — ‘The theory of the patent law is 
to stimulate the genius of invention, and the 
Government says to a man, II you will dis- 
cover acything that is useful to mankind we 
will agreed that you shall have the monopoly 
of ita sale for seventeen years.” The patent 
system gives to an individual that which is 
his by reason of discovery; protection takes 
from the farmer by force that which is his 
by reason of labor. 

The majority of the Ways ana Means Com- 
mittee, said Mr. Crisp, continuing, was 
pledged to the principle of protection, and of- 
fered a sop to the farmer. It said to the 
farmer that it had put a duty on 
his products when the truth was 
that would do him no good. 0 
way to benefit the farmer was to give him 
free salt, to give him free cotton ties, and to 
reduce the price of the necessaries of life. 
Gentlemen on the other side claimed that 
they wererecording the verdict of the people. 
The people did not agree that the tariff ques- 
tion had been finally settled at the polls. It 
was generally believed that the protected in- 
dustries had put together a great campaign 
fund by which they bought in “blocks of 
five’? men to vote to carry out their ideas. 
After tne Republicans had obtained money 
and place in this way, they now proposed to 
refund tnat money in the shape of an illegal 
and unjust tax. 

Mr. Bayne of Pennsyivania—Do you be-

WHY THE REPUBLICANS WON. 

Mr. Payne of New York remarked that the 
gentieman from Texas (Mr. Mills) had — 
that he knew how the Republicans had Car- 
ried the elecuwon. Of course the gentieman 
did. The peopie had trampled the Demo- 
cratic party under foot and that was why the 
Republicans won the victory. The gentie- 
man from Tennessee (Mr. McMillin) had said 
something about the use of money. He had 
intumated that the Postmaster-Generals had 
contributed money.

I said it was a pant of history. | 

Mr. Payne—I notice that my friend did not 
say anything about his Presidentiai candidate 
and his Cabinet officers who stepped up to 
the captain’s office and settled, in violauon 
of the Civil Service law. [Applause ana 
laughtey.| Of course that money was to 
charter/canal boats and not to buy votes. 

Mr. Payne then proceeded to argue in sup- 
port of the bill, especially of those features 
which he contended wo be of benefit to 

the farmers, 

Mr. Wheeler of Alabama spoke against the 
bill and then the committee rose and the 
House took a recess till 8 o’clock. 


THE EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session the tariff debate 
was continued. Mr. Wike of Illinois at- 
tacked tne policy of protection. 

Mr. Kerr of Iowa opposed bounties. In the 
matter of the bounty on sugar it was his 
opinion that the foreign producer would get 
four-fifths of tne advantage of the taking of 
the duty off sugar. He was opposed to tax- 
ing one American industry for the benefit of 
another. Mr. Fithian of Lilinois voiced like 
views. ; 
Mr. Forman of Illinois. briefly opposed the 
bill and at 10:0 the House adjourned until 11 


o’clock, tomorrow.

WHO 18 : To RUN THE WORLD'S FAIR? 

Tae TRIBUNE published conspicuously the 
28d of last month the World's Fair bill as it 
was signed by the President. Judging, how- 
ever, by remarks daily made even by per- 
sons specially interested in the matter, few 
people have read the act, not evén those pro- 
visions which bear directly on Chicago. The 
impression seems to prevail that there is to 
be a big exhibition here three years hence, 
the money for which will be provided by 
Chicago, and which will be managed and 
controlled. domestic and foreign, from be- 
ginning to end, by Chicagoans. The first 
part of this is correct, but the last is far 
from being so, therefore it is worth while to 
tell just what the law does say. 

The preambie of the act declares that the 
four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Columbus should be celebrated 
by an exhibition of “arts, industries, mauu- 
factures, and products of the soil, mine, and 
sea.” It also declares that this exhibition 
should be both National and Internataqnal.”’ 
In order to be sure that the Fair is held on 
the grand scale proposed, and that there is 
no such difference between promise and per- 
formance as to fall short of public expecta- 
tion, Congress provides for a commission of 
two from each State and Territory and the 
District of Columbia and eight at large, 

making 106 m all, to oversee the arrange- 
ments—to see that the Fair is fitly launched 
and properly managed. 

The impression seems to have prevailed 
mat this was to be a purely ornamental body 
created simply to express satisfacuon with 
tne Chicago guaranty fund. Such is far from 
being the case. The powers granted it are 
vast and sweeping, and itis not to be imag- 
ined that the prominent men who will be the 
members of the commission, and who will 
meet here in July, will neglect them and will 
do nothing beyond drawing their $ per diem 
pay and traveling expenses. 

The fifth section, in addition to providing 
that the commission must be satisfied of 
the genuineness of the guaranty fund of ‘ten 
millions, says: 


That said commission be empowered in its dis- 
cretion to accept for the purposes of the World's 
Columbian Exposition such site as may be select- 
ed and offered and such plans and specifications 
of buildings to be erected for such purposes at 
the expense of and tendered by the corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of IIlinols, 
known as “The World's Exposition of Eighteen 
Hundred and Ninety-two.’ Provided that said 
site so tendered and the buildings proposea to be 
erectéd thereon shail be deemed by said gom mis- 
sion adequate to the purposes of said Hxposition, 


What “discretion”? can be more sweeping 
than this? The commission may reject any 
site that is offered by the local board and call 
on it to submit others, If that is not done 
the commission can report to the President 
that Chicago can furnish no suitable site, 
and, consequently, that there can be no Fair. 
It will be noticed, however, that the commis- 
sion can accept but one site, though it can 
accept many buildings. The law clearly does 
not contemplate a Fair broken up in frag- 
ments and scattered over many sites, but an 
exhibition all whose parts are within the 
same general inciosure. Hence, if the Board 
Lake-Front 
Park as a site for the arts and industries and 
another site away for live stock, and a third 
and fourth site for other things sprawling 
about in different parks and at the Stock- 
Yards, as proposed by some people, the com- 
mission would reply: We cannot have two, 
three, or more sites for one Fair; we can 
have but one site, as the law provides, and 
that must be so large as to accommodate an 
Exposition of the magnitude planned by 
Congress. The Paris Faif spread over some 
270 acres, more than your Lake-Front Park 
can be made to give with the time and money 
at command; but at Paris there was aot 
room enough and everything and everybody 
wascramped. The Worid's Columbian Fair 
must cover far more ground than that did. 
So submit to us some other site or we shall 
have to report that the Fair cannot be held 
here.“ This in all probability would be their 
answer. | 

This section also gives to the commission 
the last word as to the buildings. They must 
be such as will suitit. If the Board of Di- 
rectors should hire an architect whose work 
was unsatisfactory to the commission | it 
would have to be done over again. There- 
fore it would perhaps save time for tne local 
organiZation to find out Hrst the ideas of the 
commission and then try to reproduce them 
in the buildings. 

The sixth section of the act says: 


That the said commission shall allot space for 
exhibiters, prepare a classification of exhibits, 
determine the pee and scope of the Exposition, 
and shall appoint all judges and examiners for 
the Exposition, award all premiums, if any, and 
— have charge of ali intercourse uith the 
tion and the representatives of Foreign na- 


This strips the Board of Directors of pow- 
ers which the public generally supposed it 
enjoyed. But it is evident that it can do 
nothing with the Fair without the approval 
of the commission. So far as the outside 
world is concerned, nobody will officially 
know Chicagoans in connection with it. This 
omnipresent Federal Commission has the 
right to manage everything. It will „deter- 
mine the pian and scope of the Fair. It 
will, in other words, see that the directions 
of Congress set forth in the preamble are 
followed out. 

The seventh section provides: 


‘That after the plans of said Exposition shall 
be prepared by said corporation and approved by 
said commission the rules and regulations of seid 
corporation governing rates for entrance and ad- 
mission fees, or otherwise affect hts, 
privileges, or interests of the exhibiters or of the 
3 shall be fixed or established by said cor- 
poration, ny however, to such tion, if 
uny, a8 may be imposed by a majority Gf said 


Commissioners, 

Itis the commission, then, which finally 
decides as to admission fees and the rules for 
the management of the Exposition. What, 
then, is left absolutely to the Board of Di- 
rectors? Not much, except to see that the 
ten millions in cash is provided and to 
tender a suitable site and proper plans. If 
the ideas of the commission are large the 
Government may have to furnish more 
money. But as the Fair is the Nation’s it 
should of course contribute liberally to its 
own Exposition in addition to what Chicago 
is called on to give. 

_ Commissioners with powers as broad as these 
quoted will not be satisfied to indorse blindly 
what the local organization may recommend. 
They will of course give respectful heed 
thereto. But the law states, expressly 
enough, this is not merely a Chicago Falr but 
a United States Fair held in Chicago, and the 
commission will not forget that fact. 

But while the wings of the stockholders’ 
board are thus clipped there is a compensa- 
tion in the fact that the Exhibition is so fully 
under the patronage and control of the Na- 
tional Government that the latter cannot re-

The 
opinion of Tun Tumoxx, however, 
that the ruling related only to the right of 
individuals to sécure liquor for their own 
use and did not afford saloonkeepers any 
shelter from probibitory or high license ven- 
alties, is now shown to be correct in every 
particular. In endeavoring to protect free- 
dom of inter-State commerce the Judges 
have gone no further than was necessary, 
and have taken care to lay down no doctrine 
which can be used by saloonkeepers to evade 
or nullify the. restrictive liquor laws of the 
States. Individuals who think the original 
package“ decision will permit them to en- 


> gage in the sale of liquor without regard to 


* laws may find themselves in serious 
trouble. 

The telegraphic reports of the decision 
gave the impression that the court had over- 
ruled the doctrine established in the original 
“license cases” forty years ago. Such is 
not the fact. The old doctrine that a resi- 
dent of a State could not import liquor and 
sell it even im the original package unless 
permitted to do so by State law is left un- 
changed, but the court now holds that the 
rule dogs not apply to a “ non-resident im- 
porter.“ It is for the State to say whether 
its citizens may manufacture or traffic in 
liquor. The provisions respecting inter- 
State commerce do not apply until the ar- 
ticle is manufactured and placed in the orig- 
inal package for shipment, and the power of 
the United States then goes with it only 
‘until it reaches the hands of the purchaser. 
Liquor manufactured lawfully in any State 
is a legitimate article of inter-State com- 
mercé, and the producer has a right to ship 
it to @ purchaser in any other State, but 
when once delivered it is subjéct to local law. 
The privilege of importation and sale 1s se- 
cured only to ‘*the foreigner or non-resident 
importer. „ This 1s as far as the court goes. 
| Practically the decision of the Supreme 
Court means that individuals living in pro- 
hibition States can get liquor from’ other 
States for their own use, but not for sale, It is 
only the outside brewer or distiller who is 
permitted to seil in the original package, but 
he cannot if forbidden by State law dispose 
of liquor to be drank on the pretaises. If, 
however, the Prohibitionists desire to aban- 
don their oid fight against the saloon and at- 
tack liquor-drinking as wrong under all cir- 
cumstances, and thus attack the individual, 
they must make a new issue. The present 
prohibitory laws were adopted in the belief 
that they were directed against the saloon 
as a resort and a place for tippling, treating, 
and excessive drinking, but it was not un- 
derstood that the purpose was to prevent the 
| use of wine or beer on private tables. With 
anti-dramshop laws the recent decision does 
not interfere. It protects liquor only while 
it remains in the “ innocuous desuetude”’ of 
the original package, but from the moment 
the keg is tapped or tke cork drawn local 
law prevails. The transfer from the original 
package to tne human stomach is a matter to 
be regulated by State law exclusively. While 
the United States guarantees the right to im-

TIN-PLATE CHEATING. 

The McKinley bill seems to be far from 
satisfying the wishes of all the men who 
want additional “protection.”’ Some of the 
“organs” are finding fault with it because it 
does not effectually provide for the keeping 
out of foreign iron sheets which may be 
wanted for use in the tin-sheet manufacto- 
ries of the future. They admit that the tin- 
plate industry is adequately provided for by 
the duty of tt and two-tenths cents per 
pound which it is proposed to levy on imports 
of the completed article. But they feel mor- 
ally certain that the men thus protected“ 
will turn round and act the part of ungrate-

THE ABOLITION OF CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
The New York Sun, in a recent article 
commenting upon the passage of the bill for 
the abolition of capital punishment by the 
Lower House of the Legislature of that State, 
says: Experience shows that there is no 
form of crime at this period which isso likely 
to escape punishment as murder. Juries fight 
against conviction even in the face of evi- 
dence pointing irresistibly to guilt.“ To for- 
tify this statement it eites a table of the 
murders, legal executions, and lynchings in 
the United States during the last six years, 
which it erroneously credits to one of our lo- 
al contemporaries, and in which it repeats 
an error for the year 1884 which has been 
made in the borrowing process, Tue original 
table appeared in Tue Cuicaco Trisuns, 
which is the only paper in the country that 
keeps records of this kind year by year. The 
footings of the six years, as published by the 
Sun, are 14,770 murders, 558 legal executions, 
and 975 lynchings, and on the strength of 
this it says: We find that in this country 
during six years murder was legally bun- 
ished in only one case out of about twenty- 
séven, while in about one case out of fifteen 
it was revenged outside of the law. In more 
than thirteen thousand cases it went without 
capital punishment, if it wes punished at 
all.“ The correct footings are 12,858 mur- 
ders, 578 legal executions, and 951 lynchings. 
The Sun, therefore, should have stated, in 
order to be accurate, that in this country 
during the last six years murder was legally 
punished in only one case out of about 22, 
while in about one case ont of 18 it was 
revenged outside the law, and that in 11,829 
cases it went without capital punishment.

-homicides, as above reported, there were 
many not properly or legally punishable by 
hanging. ‘Some murders are committed by 
insane persons, some in self-defense, some in 
vindication of outraged honor, and many in 
a moment of blind passion with no intention 
to take life. No jury would vote to hang in 

uch cases as these. Itis only in cases of 
8 malicious homicide that a life for 
a life is demanded, as such persons are not 
fit to live. They have forfeited their lives. 
But making thé exceptions indicatea above, 
it still remains true that a considerable num- 
ber of malicious, deliberute murderers es- 
cape the just and righteous penalty of their 
crimes, especially if they have money and 
influence enough to secure cunning counsel. 
The reason why sv many of them escape is 
rather due to courts and lawyers than to 
junes. In New York, for instance, there is 
a middle court, constructed for the express 
purpose of obstructing justice and open- 
ing up an avenue for the escape of 
criminals, which has already been worn 
smooth, so many have followed it out into the 
world again to repeat their crimes. In that 
State and in some others it is not the juries 
that defeat justice. Itis contaminated at its 
source. Itis the obstructions of courts, the 
quibbles, technicalities, delays, and other 
barriers set up by astute lawyers that so 
often dave murderers from their just ana 
legal penalties, The way to correct this is to 
lay the ax to the root of the tree. The most 
absurd way of correcting it is by abolisning 
capital punishment. > The man who knows he 
is not going to be hanged for murder is more 
likely to commit it than the man who knows 
‘he will be hanged, and whea justice is so ad- 
ministered in cases of murder that the pun- 
ishment fite the crime there will be fewer 
murders,

THKEE PHASES OF“TARIFF SENTIMENT. 

The debate in Congress shows the old and 
irreconcilable differences between the men 
on one hand who desire enlarged foreign 
trade and those on the other who consider 
the development of home resources the 
prime necessity. Between the extremists on 
these questions there can be no peace. Were 
this country situated like Great Britain, and 
obliged to look to other nations tor two- 
thirds of its supply of food and make payment 
with its manufactured goods, it would 
doubtless favor free trade, while if in the 
position of China, with a great area and 
varied resources and a redundant population 
needing employment, it would be apt to de- 
clare non-intercourse.and bar out foreign 
products. Under such circumstances there 
wouid not be mch room for debate, and the 
country would be overwhelmingly one way 
or the other, just as its interests dictated. As 
it 1s, however, great interests in this country 
are nicely balanced, and as the hope of some 
is in expanded foreign trade and others in 
the development of home resources the clash 
of argument and opinion will doubtless go on 
for many years. 

1. Making no allowance for the different 
situation of this country the Democratic 
leaders, who represent one phase of the 
tariff question, hold that the United States 
should adopt tne British system of free 
trade. They care nothing about the develop- 
ment of a home Yéesource if the consumer 
can supply himself cheaper in another mar- 
ket. They deny that any private business 
has the right to help from the Government 
and are willing to let any perish that cannot 
survive without such aid. While willing to 
retain some tariff taxes as a source of rev- 
enue they would have them laid for that 
purpose only and ‘adjusted so as to avoid 
protection. There are shades of sentiment 
among the Democratic free-traders and a 
few would abolish all tariff taxation, except 
on four or five articles, and substitute in- 
come taxes. Others favor incidental protec- 
tion, but they and the Randallites are being 
squeezed out and the Democrats are all get- 
ting under the free-trade umbrella. On this 
issue they have attracted some sentimental 
Republicans. A number of the younger 
ones have been charmed by the free-trade 
theory as taught in the colleges. While in- 
dividuais in the Democratic party may differ, 
the organization as a whole is becoming 
theroughly devoted to the free-trade doctrine 
and believes in cheapening things to the con- 
sumer to the utmost, and buying in a foreign 
market every time when it is cheaper than 
the home market. The Democratic party 
looks through the spectacles of the con- 
sumer alone. 

2. The Democraticfree-traders are square- 
ly antagonized atevery point by the high- 
tariff element in the Republican party repre- 
sented by McKinley. This faction is willing 
practically to destroy foreign trade in the in- 
terest of possible or hoped-for home produc- 
tion. It would delight in prohibiting imports 
altogether, but not having that power it 
seeks to get prohibition as nearly as possi- 
ble and forces rates as high as can be done. 
Regarding foreign importation as an unqual- 
ified evil and looking to the interest of the 
ménufacturer alone the McKinley element 
opposes the Chinese-wall doctrine of non-in- 
tercourse to the Cobden Club free-tradeism 
of the Democracy. It is willing to give pro- 
hibitory protection to mills or tactories 
and to let the interested individuals name 
their own rates of duties. Wherever there is 
@ prospect that capital can be made to pay by 
doubling or trebling the duties on consumers 
the McKinleyites are eager to put up tariff 
rates and burden the public to any extent 
found necessary to that end. This class of 
extreme protectionists constitutes the oppo- 
site extreme from the free-trade followets of 
Mills and Carlisle. 

8. As in most things, there is a middle 
course Ora golden mean in the tariff ques- 
ton, and it is occupied by the moderate pro- 
tecuonists. They cannot accept the doctrine 
of the Democratic free-traders, who out-Herod 
Herod in contending that the United States 
should adopt the British system in the inter- 
est of reduced prices to consumers, and with- 


facturers and invested capital. The moder- 
ate protectionist would not expose home 
manufacturers to the unrestrained forces of 
foreign competition, nor would he screen 
them wholly from healthy competition. He 
would impose duties high enough to sustain 
and deveiop a legitimate home industry, but 
without an excessive or upreasonable cost to 
consumers. He would put duties at such 
points as would fairly protect the home pro- 
ducer, but not so high as not to permit healthy 
foreign competition to come in when prices 
were unreasonably advanced. 

Answering the free-traders the moderate 
protectionists show them that they are going 
beyond the teachings of their own masters 
and refer them to the express declarations 
of Adam Smith and John Stuart Mili to the 
-effe ct that protective duties may often be ad- 
vantageously and judiciously employed to 
aid in the establishment of new industries. 

» Answering the McKinleyites, on the other 
hand, the moderate protectionists show that 
the cutting off of foreign trade and prohibi- 
tion of imports would be wholly ‘ impractica- 
bie, and would prove ruinous to agriculture 
while we have a great surplus of farm 
products which must be sold abroad. Other 
nations can take our breadstuffs and pro- 


exchange. They cannot pay for everything 
in specie without sweeping away their mon- 
ey and precipitating themselves into pan les. 
It we refuse to take their goods in exchange 
for ours nar must trade elsewhere, - 


out regard to the destructive effect on manu- 
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visions only in case we receive their goods in | 
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ports would react and deprive this country 
of markets for the products it must export. 

Believing that the middle ground of fair 
protection is the true one and ‘the one 
which has the assent of an overwhelming 
majority of the Republican party, Tun TRIB-

MORE SOUTH CAROLINA MOB MURDER. 

The reports of the recent lynching of 
Willie Leaphart, a colored man, at Lexing- 
ton, S. C., prove beyond all quesuon the per- 
petration of the most cowardly, brutal, and 
unjustifiable outrage which has disgraced 
the récord of the whites of that negro-hating 
State. The victim of the mob had been ar- 
tested for an alleged outrage upon the per- 
son of a girl named Rose Cannon. The com- 
plaint was made by her, and solely upon her 
testimony Leaphart was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. Before the sentence 
could be carried out the Governor received 
affidavits from a citizen of Lexington, in- 
dorsed by the Judge who had tried the case, 
which were of sufficient importance to induce 
him to grant a respite. There were affidavits 
from the brothers of the girl herself setting 
forth that sbe denied Leaphart was guilty of 
the crime and had acknowledged that sne 
had lied in her testimony. Other affidavits 
from members of her own family disclosed 
the fact that she had been ruined by other 
parties—whites—who had conspired with her 
to fasten the crime upon the colored boy, 
Leaphart, in order to shield themselves, 

The action of the Governor aroused the 
vengeful passions of the mob at Lexington. 
The lawyer who had defended Leaphart was 
driven away, and his wife and children were 
so alarmed at the th. ats against them that 
they appealed to the Governor, who tele- 
graphed the indifferent Sneriff to protect 
them, The latter was notified that the jail 
would de attacked, but made no effort to pro- 
tect his prisoner. The mob entered without 
any resistance and shot the innocent victim 
to death in his cell. The next day an inquest 
was held, and, although every person con- 
nected with this savagery was known, the 
jury returned a perjured verdict that he came 
to his death at the hands of unknown per- 
sons. The latest report is that the Governor 
will issue a reward.for the apprehension of 
the murderers, and that their names will be 
presented to the grand jury, but it is doubt- 
ful whether he wiil do anything. It is also 
intimated that the members of the lynching 
party will admit their responsipility and 
defy the State to convict them. Under such 
circumstances it goes almost without saying 
that they will not be convicted or punished, 
though they knew the young man was inno- 
cent when they killed him. He was only a 
“nigger,” and niggers don’t count for much 
in South Carolina, 5 

Leaphart is not the first innocent negro 
who has been lynched in the South, but his 
case is the most horrible of tnem all. It was 
deliberate, cold-blooded, passioniess murder 
without pretext of any kind except the de- 
sire to killa nigger.” It was the work of 
cowardly, biood-thirsty brutes. It was a 
contemptuous defiance of the processes of 
courts and the authority of the State. It 
was the very essence of savagery, lawless- 
ness, and inhuman cruelty, and the crowning 
disgrace of the State of South Carolina. 
There is but one reparation possibie, and 
that is for the Governor to exhaust all the 
resources of his authority and for the courts 
to exhaust all their powers in the apprehen- 
sion of these wretches and for the two com- 
bined to punish every man of them. 

PLEASE READ THE LAW, MR. “SUN.” 

The New York Sun says editorially that

SENSATIONAL SCENE IN THE MADISON | 
' (WIS.) COUNCIL CHAMBER, — 


Sheriff Vernon Attempts to Serve Papers 
on the Mayor and Councilmen Enjoi 
ing Them from Proceeding to Remove | 
Certain Officers Aceused of Corruption, 
bat Is Ejected from the Chamber by 
the Chief ef Police After a Hard Strag-

Mapison, Wis., May 9.—]Special.]—The 
Council chamber of the City Fathers of Madi- 
son was the scene of a sensational episode 
tonight.

The Committee on Investiga- 
tion found that the Northwestern company 
had presented Chief Hughes with a draft for 
$50 and Ald. King one for $2 after tne 
deal was consummated. The committee 
further alleged that Ala. Sheasby ana Officer 
Lewis has guilty knowedge of the trans- 
action, and recommended that ail four be re- 
moved from their official positions. 

The accused were commanded to appear 
before the Council tonight to show cause 
why removal shoula not take place. Each 
of the accused was represented by 
legal talent, and the «chamber was 
crowded with a vast audience in 
expectation of sensational developments.

Valley’s Recent Secret Reduc- 
tions the Cause of the Troable—Gene 
Demoralization Almost Certain to Ensue 
Taking Business from the Kailroads— 
The Vermont Central Gets Under Jim“ 
Nin Last Rate from New York to St. 
Paul—General Marine News. 


The war of the lake ana rail lines over east- 
bound traffic, forecast in Wednesday's TRIBUNE, 
broke forth yesterday in a slashing of rates that 
fuirly astonished the line people themselves. 

Simultaneously the New York Central and 
Anchor (Pennsylvania) Lines to Buffalo and to 
Erie and the Vermont Central to Ogdensburg 
announced the reduction of their New York rate, 
fifth class, from 25 to 20 cents per 100 pounds, and 
sixth class from 20 to i7% cents. To Baltimore 
the sixth-class rate was made i4¥ cents, and to 
New England points it was 22% cents. Other 
than whe fifth and sixth clusses were not 
changed, but in east-bound merchandise the 
higher classes do not amount to much, except in 
wool, 

The Union Steamboat company (Erie railway 
line) did not announce a reduction, but Agent 
Morford said it must of course be made, 

For some days the Lehigh Valley and Lacka- 
Wanna hae been taking freight at cut rates 
“under cover.“ as they termed it. The Erie is 
also said not to be guiltless of shading the tariff.

That, 
in fact, is the only retaliation possible unless the 
Northwestern roads today give the Lehigh Val- 
ley an extremely low rail through rate 
to St. Paul from Chicago, and even then 
the Lake Superior route is expected to go 
lower. If Hill's through line from the Missouri 
River. via Lake Superior, develops traffic it 
will be next in order for the lake-and-rail lines, 
which have hitherto beer inactive during the 
progress of the struggle for trafic to St. Paul 
and the Northwest, to be following the Lehigh 
Valley's example and begging the railroads to 


Chicago to make through rates from the Mis- 
souri River, which will bring the traffic to Chi- 
cago.

The first meeting of the incorporators was 
held May 8; but we are iu earnest about the 
scheme, and will rapidly puzu our plans to 
perfection. The peopie who live out this 
way are so much in favor of rapid transit 
that a cable line will not satisfy tneir de- 
mands. Although this seatiment prevails. 
Milwaukee avenue residents are not willing 
to have their thoroughfare made unsightly, 
a fact that has made us loo to the rear of 
their property as the place Best adapted to 
run our hne. Before holding the meet- 
ing of which 1 spoke we sounded the 
sentiment of the property-nolders ana found 


them almost unanimously in favor of the 


road’s construction. Ine structure that we 
propose to erect will be much lighter than 
that now occupying a part of Lake street, 
and we will bring to bear the best engineer- 
ing skill obtainable torender the roaa perfect 
in detail. Otper capital must of course be in- 
terested and a franchise from the city ob- 
tained. This we think will not take long 
wen itis known that the people are favorably 
inclined, and a speedy breaking of ground is 
anticipated.

THE CONGRESSIONAL OUTLOOK. 

The Congressionai situation ap s at first 
blush to be somewhat mixed. This is owing 
to the “siump’’ of last fall which gave Gov. 
Boies majorities in a number of the districts 
that have been Republican hitherto. This, 
however, is in all probability worth but littie 
‘as a political pointer, for me same influences 
which elected Boies will have little effect in 
Congressional matters, and the sore spots 
where the epidermis was kuocked off by con- 
tect with the sharp corners of a post-office or 
other appointment will have time to beal. 
To give a fair idea of the situation, however, 
the following table shows a comparison of 
the vote on Governor last fall in the several 
Congressional districts, and also the vote on 
Congressmen in vhese districts in 1858:

REPUBLICANS ARE CONFIDENT. 

In regard to the prospects of Republican 
Success this fall there is no feeling 
of fear among the party leaders. 
The trouble over the appointment of 
Postmasters which generally does 
more to make the average Congressman’s 
hair turn red than anything else, is almost 
over. There are now only fifty-six Presi- 
dential offices in the State where Democrats 
stall hold the fort, ana forty-two of these are 
in the Second, or “‘orphan district.” Of the 
fourth-class post-offices about 200 remain to be 
transferred to Republican Postmasters. So 
it appears mat not much more grief may be 
expected on this score. 

It is afact that many Democrats are candid 
enough to admit that Gov. Boies is a disap- 
pointment to them. As one expressed it the 
other day, He was a Republican so long 
that he doesn’t seem to understand what it is 
to be a Democrat.”” When he was inducted 
into office by the aid of Mike McDonald and 
the Cooks“ it was believed the 
heads would begin to fly at once, 
but as weeks were added to veary weeks 
of waiting and none of the hungry were in- 
vited to the master’s table they began to 
howl. When tne Governor began to make 
his appointments and seemed to forget that 
the Democrats wanted the offices exclusively 
the howl became louder, and just now it-prom- 
ises to break out in aroar. Iwo things have 
happened within a few days that put the teeth 
of Democracy on edge. Only a short time 
ago Congressman Hayes, who prides himself 
upon being the only Democratic Congress- 
man from Iowa, presented himself at the 
threshold of the Governor’s office and craved 
admission. He was met by the gentleman 
who was at that time the Governor’s 
private secretary, who, by the way, is a Re- 
publican and a hold-over from Gov. Larra- 
bee’s Administration. Mr. Hayes war re- 
quested to give his card, that it might 
be presented to tne Governor.

Seems to me I have heard of that 
name before.“ This habit of the secretary 
of thinking aloud made the gentleman: who 
represents the ‘‘orphan district“ wroth, and 
after he got back down-town he was not 
slow in expressing his opinion of the new 
régime. The Secretary has since been de- 
capitated and Cliffora D. Ham of Dubuque, a 
gentieman who is right sure he has 
heard of Congressman Hayes, has been ap- 
pointed. The other disturbing element is the 
announcement that Gov. Boies has decided 
to reappoint Mrs. Miiler, the present State 
Librarian. This lady was appointed by Gov. 
Larrabee, and has made a most efficient 
librarian, but she is not a Democrat 
and there are hdsts of Democratic ladies in 
Iowa who would like to get herjob. Of the 
appointments already made oy Gov. Boies 
the three mine inspectors were reappointed 
and are Republicans; Dr. Guilbert, appointed 
to membership on the State Board of Health, 
is a Republican, and J. J. Russell, who was 
reappointed one of che Commissioners of the 
Soldiers’ Home, is a Republican. In addi- 
non. J. R. Soverei the newly-appointed 
Commissioner of Labor, is a member of the 
Union Labor party and does not claim to be 
a Democrat, and W. L. Carpenter, custodian 
of the Capitol, has been a Greenbacker 
and a Patron of Husbandry, and nobody 
knows what else. On the whole the Demo- 
crats don’t like it, and their complaints have 
reached the cars of the Gövernor, but he 
calmly says he finds he can’t suit everybody, 
and as he will have to bear the responsibility 
of his appointments he will try to suit 
himself.

Does Hartong Speak for Hitt on Tariff 
1 . Reform? 

Rockford Register (Rep.): The growth of rad- 
ical tariff reform sentiment inside the party has 
a remarkable illustration in an article on that 
subject written by Mr. Hitt’s new Postmaster at 
Rochelle, Mr. A. W. Hartong, which is found in 
the last issue of the Rochelle Register. Mr. 
Hartong has evidently devoted considerable 
study to the tariff, and as a new appointee under 

z Republican Administration to an office that 
was for many months hotly contested and as Mr. 
Hitt's favorite among the Many aspirants, nis 
views may be conceded an important representa- 
tive character. Mr. Hartong says: 

„Tue Republican party is pledged to a reform 
of the tariff. It is in power and able to make its 
pledge effective, and it will be judged by the re- 
sults of its efforts. What the people demand is 
@ relief trom burdens of taxation most felt, 
which enter into their every-day life and which 
enhance the cost of the common necessities. 
They do not ask an impracticable free trade or a 
reduction,in revenue which will force an unwise 
reductior of National expenditures. There 1s a 
less Qemand for cheaper tobacco than far cheap- 
er clothing; less for cheaper alcohol than cheaper 
sugar and cheaper lumber. Cleveland's platform 
is free trade, and if the Republican majority act 
wisely they will eliminate the tariff from politics 
and thus deprive the Democracy of the 
only issue upon which they place any reli- 
ance for the next campaign. Some of the 
articles now upon the tax list might be reduced 
one-half. It is to be hoped that the present 
Congress will not content itself with a perfunc- 
tory reénactment of the Senate bill of last year; 
that measure, while a step in the right direction, 
barely scratched the surface. It was drafted 
with no thought of passage, and its most sus- 

icious féature was that it excited little protest 
rom those who declared themselves prospect- 
ively ruined by the Milis bill. It wasa revenue 
reduction rather than a tax-reduction measure. 
Evading gross errors of the Mills bill schedules 
it fail to reach the requirements of the situa- 
tion, largely because it was an ante-election 
measure and doubtless forced to take political 
considerations into account. The availabie 
thing for the Republican party to do at present 
is to convince the country af its sincerity in 
drafting and in passing a measure of genuine 
tariff reform.”

There has been 
more or less corn “listed” this season in 
lowa—that is: planted without plowing the 
ground first. Plow a furrow where the corn 
is to be planted and plant the corn in the 
bottom of the furrow. Iu this way tarmers 
can commence planting as soon as the season 
is right without waiting to get the ground 
ready. 

About one-haif the corn has been planted 
in Southern Nebraska. There is little if any 
corn ahove the ground, so nothing can yet be 
told about tne stand. * tate 

In Kansas and Missouri corn is just begin- 


backward condition of the. corn crop now 
going in, it escaped any injury from the se- 
vere frost which swept over so large an area 
of the country the present week. 3 

I cannot report the corn situation up to 
this date except as fairly favorable. For in 
the first place the ground is all plowéd. We 
have enough moisture in the earth to give us 
rapid growth, our seed is good, and we have 
ten days more to put in the balance of the 
crop. This week, however, the country has 
practically done nothing but wait for the 
clouds to roll by.“ 

; OATS. 

The weather has been good for the oat 
crop. It sustained no damage from the frost. 
It has made excellent growth the. present 
week. In fact there has been a decided im- 
provement in its appearance since ten days 
ago. Nebraska reports that the stock of 
oats in farmers’ hands is sm that che de- 
mand for oats to go West is s rge, and 
that they are shipping few oats East. Iowa 
reports a most identically the same situation 
with regard to the reserves in farmers’ 
hands. hile Lilinois reports a free move- 
ment of corn for May after planting is over 
the reports are just the opposite with regard 
to the oat situation. One fact, however, ssems 
to be apparent—that is, if we raised last 
season the biggest crop of oats on revord we 
never had so little trouble to get rid of them. 

WINTER WHEAT. 

We are now ata point in the wheat crop 
when we ought to be able to form some idea 
as to its final outcome. The conditions have 
been peculiar and unusual. This has made 
the situation still more difficult to diagnose. 
The crop of 1889 and 1800 went into the 
ground when it was ve dry. These con- 
diwons continued up until the 17th of Novem- 
ber, when rain gan to. fall, and an 
unusual amount of rail fell from that 
date until the first of January, 
1890. The weather was then very mild. We 
had the first hard freeze the llth of that 
month. The ground was bare all winter. 
Hard freezing weather tne 15th, 22d, ana 28th 
of February. The 15th of March gave us an- 
other hard freeze, and the Ist of April the 
wheat jist began to grow. The early varie- 
fies of the growing crop are just beginning 
to head, and one of my correspondents, 
‘who has recently made a trip all through the 
interior of Illinois, writes that he is now pos- 
itively impressed with the bad condition of 
the wheat crop that has been indicated dur- 
ing the last six weeks to a more or less er- 
tent in my weekly reports to Taz TRI BUN x. 

As the wheat is now heading in Tennessee 
the effects and results of the freeze are now 
plainly visible. The prospects are decidedly 
poor. The sucker stalk is making short 
straw and head, and many staiks will not 
head at all. One correspondent remarked 
that the crop looks as if it had made its 
wm and given up trying todo any more. 

hese conditions have been developed under 
favorable growing weather and plenty of 
moisture. Cool, dry weather might bring 
out some wheat, but this is problematical 
Many tieids will not pay the expense of har- 
vesting, if they are harvested at all. 

Northern Kentucky reports the wheat 
eighteen inches hign. There has been some 
improvement in the condition of growing 
wheat over that of thirty daysago. Farmers 
have little wheat to seli, there being barely 
enough in the country for mulling purposes. 

Northern Texas reports no improvement 
in the condition of wheat during the last 
thirty days. Forty to 50 per cent of the crop 
has been plowed up. Harvest will be ten 
days later than last year.

In Southern Kansas the reports are ndt as 
uniform asin the areas above referred to. Soft 
wheat is not looking as well as it did two or 
three weeks ago. It is thin and streaky. 
Turkey wheat seems to be hold! its own. 
In some localities of this part of’ the State 
farmers are taiking of one-half a crop, but 
will probably make three-fourths. The 
weather is cool and with plenty of rain, 
which is favorabie for the growing crop. The 
réports as to reserves of winter wheat are 
the same as in the northern and central por- 
tions of the State. Harvest wiil be from 
fifteen to twenty-five days later than last 
year. Winter wheat is from tweive to 
twenty inches higher.

“WHY THE SOLID SOUTH?’ 


A Southern Book That Defeats Its Pur- 
pose-sApproves the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment and Justifies Its Nuilification. 
Birmingham (Ala.) Age-Herald: The book 

bearing this title has been very generally ad- 

vertised by prenatal criticisms of the press, 
and its appearance, therefore, was antici- 
pated with unusual interest. 

It has been edited and compiled by Hillery 
A. Herbert of this State, though thirteen 
other noted men of the South joined him in 
its authorsnip. The dedication, the preface, 
the conclusion, and the article on Recon- 


struction in Alabama’’ are from Mr. Her- 
bert’s pen. He also furnisnes the first arti- 


cle, entitled Reconstruction at Wasnma- 
ton.“ The remaining articles tell the history 


of reconstruction in the various States, each 
articie being written bya man of prominence 
who resides in the State of which he treats. 

The book is a useful and timely produc- 
tion in that it furnisnes a history of Repub- 
hean misrule in the South and records in an 
impartial manner the evil-doings of the 
negroes and carpet-baggers who tor several 
years held sway in this section. It was well 
that such u book should be written to pre- 
serve the truth of history. } 

In that light we recommend it, but we 
doubt tne efiicacy or propriety of giving it 
a political rhe wee. of putting is forth with 
the view of influenting political opinion in 
the North. 

The boog is dedicated to the business-men 
of the North, and Mr. Herbert says in nis 


= ‘This work has not been under- 


en with any such impracticable purpose 
as agitating for the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment or for the deportation of the 
negro. Its object is to show to the public, 


‘and more especiaily to those business-men 


of the North who have made investments in 
the South, or who have trade relations with 
their Southern fellow-citizens, the conse- 
quences which once foilowed an interference 
in the domestic affairs of certain States by. 
those who either did not understand the 
situation or were reckiess of resuits. A 
thorough comprehension of the facis we 

tempt to portray will, it is de- 
lie ved, aid the reader in deciding what 
ought not to be done by the Federal Govern- 
ment. Even this much will pe of value in 
the solution ef one of the pressing problems 
of the day, for, however il may be in morats, 
in statesmansbip it is undoubtedly true that 
sins of commission are generally more fatal 
than sins of omission.”’ 

Tnere is & glaring inconsistency in this 
statement which will not fail to present 
itself to the Northern mind, and will be 
made the subject of adverse criticism by the 
Republican press. These Southern states- 
men have gone to great pains to prove the 
iil effects of negro rule, yet Mr. Herbert 
hastens to explain that they do not desire 
the repeal of the fifteenth amendment, which 
made that rule poss bie, nor the removal of 
the negroes, which would prevent its return. 

They in effect ask that the South be al- 
lowed full representation for the negro vote 
while that vote is suppressed. At least that 
is the way ttie North will regard it. 

They present the race problem in all of its 
worst aspects—acknowledge themselves in- 
capable of suggesting any remedy and ap- 
peal to the North not to interfere. 

Speaker Reed’s recent utterances at Pitts- 
burg shows how little effect such an appeal 
can have. Mr. Reed said: The negro is 
a citizen of the United States; he has just as 
much right to vote and have his vote counted 
us anybody on earth; that he is poor and ig- 
norant does not, under the Constitution, put 
upon his neck the foot of riches and intelli- 

ence. . . The Republican vote of the 

outh the Republican party is entitled to 
under the Constitution, whetner that vote be 
ignorant or sensibie.”’ 

‘the Republican complaint is that the negro 
is a constitutional voter but not voting, and 
this book which the Southern statesmen 
have prepared makes no answer to that com- 
plaint. It tells how much more prosperous 
the South is under present conditions than 
it Was under negro rule; it proves that the 
negro is weil treated and cared for, but it 
doesn’t touch the matter at issue. 

Injshort, these gentlemen, while professing 
to approve of the fifteenth amendment, have 
written a long book to justify its nuliifica- 
tion. 

It is useless, worse than futile, for the 


South to adaress itself to the North in this 


style. The South has too long depended on 
Northern sympathy to relieve it of its pe- 
culiar difficulties when it should have de- 
pended more on its own expedients. 

There is but one way in which the South 
can ward off the danger of negro rule and in 
so doing put itself on secure ground and 
sguare before the country. That is to pro- 
vide such qualifications for suffrage as will 
distranchise the illiterate and irresponsibie.

This is a picture of the character 
of our dear dead friend, wnose deserted clay 
lies before us. His was a nature grand and 
lotty, sturdy and rugged as the granite; and 
yet from him flowed such tender sympathy 
and such refreshing gentieness of heart that 
I would fain take the rill for my theme and 
leave the granite mountain for him who shall 
come after me. In speaking of Dr. Oum- 
mings we do not do so because we are obliged 
to, nor yet solely because we loved bim and 
would do for his sake all we can, but because 
outof the exuberance of the heart we must 
speak. There is joy in the utterance.” — 

Mr. Jones described his first meeting with 
Dr. Cummings, wen the Presidentof Wes- 
leyan College, when to the speaker’s mind he 
seemed che ideal college President. After- 
ward it was given to Mr. Jones to follow Dr. 
Cummings ia the pastorate in several charges, 
and everywhere along his track were evi- 
dences of a loving, tender heart, full of sym- 
pathy with suffering. ‘ 

It is very hard for us to say to one an- 
other, He is dead.“ concluded the speaker. 
“ And what a great stand he made for life! 
Now at last he has succumbed to the all-con- 

uerine arm. Yet it was not a defeat. He 
ought on till he dropped in his tracks. His 
is the starry crown. This is his coronation 
hour. Today is fulfilled the Scripture prom- 
ise: ‘Be thou faithful unto death and I will 
give thee a crown of fe.“ 

The choir sung “There’s a Wideness in 
God’s Mercy,” another favorite hymn of Dr. 
Cummings, and Dr, Bennett delivered an ad- 
dress on the character of the dead President. 
„He was honest,“ said the speaker; not 
that he paid his debts and kept bis word, but 
honest positively to a punctilious degree, 
Nationally as well as individually. He never 
lost the original significance of the word 
right—‘straight.’ Expediency seemed to him 
to be a conceaiment of the break- 
ing of the law of right. Hence 
bis outspokenness in the days when he 
‘was:one of the hated few who denounced the 
monstrous crime of African bondage. Right 
to him was never bounded by the color hne. 
Hence, also, his unbending attitude on the 
temperance question.” 


The Rev. Mr. Jones read at the conclusion 


of his address a memoriai compiled by the 
Rev. Messrs. King, Searie, and Crooke for 
‘ne ‘thirty-three visitors of the Garrett 
Biblical institute, clergymen representing 
twenty-four different patronizing confer- 
ences. It concluded with the sentiment that 
the way to that city where there shail be no 
more tears had been made ciearer by the 
passage of so luminous life as Dr. Cum 
mings’. 

Tne Rev. Dr. Ridgaway, President of the 
Biblical Institute, offered prayer, and the 
choir sung 'm a Pilgrim.” Dr. Minor Ray- 
mond, tne senior professor of the institute, 
gave the benediction. As the choir sang 
* My Jesus, as Thou Wilt,” the casket was 
removed, preceded by the honorary pall- 
bearers: Orrington Lunt, Dr. D. R. Dyche, 
T. C. Hoag, D. McWilliams, William Deer- 
ing, and Dr. R. M. Hatfield. The 
active pall-bearers were the follow- 
ing members of tue senior class:

James A. Parmele. 

James A. Parmele, a member of the bank- 
ing firm of, Baker & Parmeie, No. 123 Dear- 
born street, died yesterday at his home at 
Rogers Park. He was for about fifteen vears 
cashier of the banking house of Beveridge & 
Dewey in this city, end had been associated 
with Mr. Baker in banking about five years. 
He was highly esteemed in banking circies 
as well as among his acquaintances general- 
ly, and was regarded as a man of unim- 
peachabie integrity. Mr. Parmele was about 
* years old. He leaves a widow, but no chil- 

ren. 


winoing a new zest for life through fresh 
quarrels does not suffice to tear him away from 
the quarreis he is sure of. No man ever loved 
a fight better than Whistler, and few are 
more skillful in conducting one. His oppo- 
nents may use what weapons they piease— 
broadswords, pistois, or artillery—but the 
wily and dexterous artist will in all proba- 
bility get the better of tnem witb his delicate 
rapier. If he finds a friend he is not satisfied 
until he has turned bim intoafoe. The So- 
ciety of British Artists owes its existence to 
him, and for a few years held its exhibitions 
up to a level beyona the reach of the Royal 
Academy. But he soon grew tired of rock- 
ing this cradle, and the young society >on- 
cluded that it was strong enoughto walk 
alone. Sarcasm on one side and rage on the 
other separated the whilom friends, and with 
elfish giee Whistler saw his protégé sink 
deeper and deeper into the mire of duliness 
after his protecuon was withdrawn. The last 
exhibition offered saa evidence that the soci- 
ety still needs the leadershipof its founder, 
or any other wholesome artistic influence, fur 
it has fallen into an era of stupidity whieh 
worse than crime. 

Of late the young and ardent schools of 
British impressionists has sat at the feet of 
Whistier, as well it might, studying his 
methods, weighing his utterances, end 
adopting his conclusions. But when during 
its last exhibition the irrepressible objector 
went about London deciaiming against the 
pictures shown by his worshipers, declaring 
that he never saw such a lot of trash, and in- 
duiging in other diatribes, the impression- 
ists were forced in self-defense to turn 
against him. 

He loves to fight with those most modern 
of weapons, the newspapers; and the files 
of 7ruth show many a bout wherein, over 
his cabalistic signature of the butterfly, he 
has used sarcasm as lightly and delicately 
for deadly purposes as any skilled swords- 
man a supple Damascus blade. Not long ago 
it occurred to one of his admirers who 
is @ writer on art of some influence 
in London that these letters wouid 
make a very readable volume, and with the 
consent of their author he rummaged through 
musty files in several offices and spent many 
duys in copying and arranging his materials. 
When the work was done and submitted to 
the author for final revision that perverse 
genius, rapturously scenting another quarrel, 
concluded that the book was too good to lose, 
and instead of returning it to the compiler 
sent him a ten pound note for his trouble, 
with ite information that he had concluded 
to publish the collection himself. 

Naturally a full-blown quarrel was on his 
hands in an instant. The compiler sent back 
the money, requesting the artist to give it to 
“the undeserving poor of Chelsea,’ and a 
strange and sudden change came over the 
tone of his critical articles, cooling his old 
enthusiasm for Whistier’s notes and noc- 
turnes. He refuses to be submissive under 
the artist’s withdrawal, and is bringing out 
the book in spite of it, while the public is 
watching with feverish anxiety for the next 
stage of the conflict. 

Whistler’s last public quarrel was with 
Oscar Wilde, and Truth was the medium. 
Every one knows that the sagacious Oscar is 
one of the most delightful men in London, 
and for a while Whistier, like the rest of the 
world, enjoyed his society too much to sacri- 
fice it to his pugnacious instinct. But at last 
nature was too strong. Mr. Wilde was asked 
to deliver a lecture on art before a certain 
distinguished audience; and, as Woistier 
puts it, not knowing anything about art, he 
talked his subject over with me and I gave 
him my ideas. The artist further rerre- 
sents that the distinguished audience, which 
had expected little Irom the lecture, was 
thrilled and enraptured with these ideas, 
and covered the lecturer with praises, 
all of which he gratefully accepted 
instead of modestly transferring them to 
Whistler. The quondam esthete, his op- 
ponent aileges, is a phonograph; the good 
things he says are the spoils of other minds. 
Indeed, in the days of their friendship 
Whistler once got off a brilliant sally which 
was so good that the poet wished he had said 
it himself. Never mind, Oscar, you will!“ 
was the consolation offered by this stinging 
butterfly. 

Having rushed to 7ruth with his wrongs, 
Whistler made his case as strong as possible 
by alleging, with that sarcastic deference 
which is so difficult to ry. that Oscar never 
had an original idea in his bead, that every- 
thing he ever wrote was gathered from other 
inteliects, and that The Decay of Lying,“ 
one of the most paradoxically delightful 
essays which has appeared ip recent years, 
was in reality nothing but askillful transcrip- 
tion of his (Whustler’s) ideas and argu- 
ments. On these charges Oscar bore down 
hard, with all the indignation of out- 
raged innocence, disdaining bis opponent’s 
delicate weapons and trying to crush him 
with brick-bats. But butterflies are un- 
stable targets, and ia another letter io! this 
one flew up with wings uninjured, hovered 
airily for awhile over the head of hfs wratb- 
ful opponent, and then fluttered away. 2 

uber childish, but what difference, since 
it is a good pastime for the world? Artists 
and literary men, like kings, enjoy the priv- 
Uege of quarreling in puolic, with this ad- 
vantage, that commonplace people may laugh 
over their battles instead of fighting them. 
If tne ideas so brilliantiy set forth in Tune 
Decay of Lying,“ did indeed spring from 
W histier’s brain, both he and weowe a large 
debt of gratitude to Mr. Wilde for the de- 
lightful manner in which he rescued them 
from oblivion. In fact one would hesitate 
to deny all credit for originality 
to a man who can give such a 
perfect setting to a ew paradox- 
ical statements, who uses the Engtish lan- 
guage as deftly asa juggler, and pursuages 
one as easily against the sober evidence of 
reason. He-finds the world in dull bondage 
to facts and he tells it that what it needs is 
lies—the old romantic spirit of invention and 
credulity, plucking the truth out of a para- 
dox and bearing it away on-a long stream of 
—＋ 5 meilifluous sentences. What- 
ever may belong to Whistler in tne inspira- 
tion of this essay enough is Wilde’s to make 
us long for more of his rare excursions into 
imaginative prose or verse. 

lf he were not the laziest writer and the 
readiest talker in London he would fill pages 
instead of ears, and his reputation as a poet 
would not rest upon that one clever volume 
of verses, which sola by the thousand a few 
years ago under the stimulus of Patience.“

Perhaps it was the expense of this libel 
suit which reguced the artist to such straits 
that the bailiff carried off his furniture, and 
in order to entertain his friends he was 
obliged to vaint chairs for them on the hos- 
pitable but too Vertical wall. Stories of 
Whistler would fill a volume, for he has led 
life a merry dance. He once inscribed this 
legend over the doorway of a house whose 
owner and architect was one of his numerous 
enemies: Uuless the Lord build thy 
house his labor is in vain that builds 
it’; Guy Godwin built this one.” 
In one of his newspaper letters he once ac- 
cused an opponent of bray like Balaam’s 
ass, and the enemy jubilantly retorted by 
showing that Balaam’s dumb ass was m- 
spired of the Lord to speak with a man’s 
voice and forbid the madness of the proph- 
et.“ But Whistler as usual found a way to 
escape. The gentleman is right,” he ac- 
knowledged; on investigation I find that 
he is right. But he will admit that Balaam’s 
was the only ass who was ever inspired to 
rebuke the prophet of the Lord.“ 

One of Whistler’s most delightfu! quarrels 
was that ich lost to America tne honor of 
dispiayine@is pictures at the Paris Exposi- 
tion. Howé@yer, the world could not weil 
lose his exguisitely deferential letter to 
‘‘Gerieral the Commissioner Hawkins,“ that 
“military gentleman whom a perverse 
Government appointed to preside over Amer- 
ican art in Paris a year ago. Let it is un- 
questionably a pity that this man should not 
paint more and fight less, for artists are rare 
even in these days of acres of colored can- 
vas, and he is one of the few whose eye is 
true and whose hand is sure. 

With the common perversity of genius he 
takes more deiight in his literary efferves- 
ceaces than in his pictures. When the Na- 
tion has settled down into complacent accept- 
ance of Ruskin’s philosophizing about art as 
the outgrowth of earnest, national purpose 
and pular feeling, he delights in turning 
all this seriousness into ridicule by asserting 
that. art is the artist and that centuries of 
purpose and feeling will not bring one artist 
forth from the heart of capricious mother 
nature, who needs the smule of a god to be- 
witch her out of the path of duliress. One 
nation is not more artistic than another, be 
asserts; from time to time a man is born, that 
is all, and the earth biooms for nim. 

Yeteven such men do not always exert 
their full strength. Whistler’s rare gift is 
coupled with a mind too volatile. Of late he 
has contentea himself with little things, but 
these ‘‘ notes”’ of color, these little etchings 
whose every line unfolds a history, are jew 
els of purest luster, cxquisite, ra‘tant, per- 
fect. The consonance of color with emotion 
is as definite a science to his insight as it was 
to that of Rembrandt, and like Rembrandt, 
he can make the shadows 7 and fill 
the darkness with motion. en he chooses 
de can paint great pictures—portraits like 
that of his mother or of Carlyle, wnose 
every line and every stroke of color 
emphasize the revelation of a 
human soul; nocturnes clearly dark,“ 
whose glowing depths are vaguely luminous 
and vivid with life; daylight scenes of sim- 
ple ecstasy, in which riotous color learns the 
secret of repose. In all that he does his 
imagination is unprofaned by the ghosts of 
the otuer arts. He leaves the poets their 
poems, and to the novelists their stories. 
The only tale he telis is the eternal glory of 
color and ligbt, the eternal majesty of color 
and darkness, expressed in the beauty of 
earthly forms and unfolding the mysteries 
of the human soul.

Now that the Worla’s Columbian Exposition is 
fairly launched on the road for success it seems 
to me that it is the duty of every thoughtful citi- 
zen who has given the matter) any particular 
study to let the directors have the benefit of his 
ideas. 

The first suggestion I wish to throw out for the

Aside fram all this, to have the fair in the 
heart of the city would most grievously im- 
pede the circulation in the streets, thus 
proving an eternal and unmitigable nuisance. 
SOME ARGUMENTS ADDUCED. 

A most conclusive. argument in favor of a 
South Side location and one near the lake is 
the broadness and attractivenéss generally of 
the roads and thoroughfares leading that way 
from the center of the city. Going north or 
West from the hotels visitors would be sub- 
jected to the annoyance and delays caused by 
tne clogged condition of travel in the whole- 
sale streets and shipping quarters, and to the 


“incessant hindrances and vexations incident 


to the crossing of the rivers. Tais point re- 
quires no discussion. 

Moreover, there is the probability of great 
advantage to the city accruing from the use of 
Jackson Park as a site for the Fair. Certain 
of the works, such as permanent buildings, 
drives, walks, fountains, grottoes, gardens, 
etc., can be so laid out and constructed as to 
serve both as dGcessories to the Exposition 
and as future embellishments to the park. 
Thus, by naving the placing of these things 
done us nearly as possible on the lines of 
the contemplated improvement of this region, 
what is now in the main put a dreary waste, 
and likely under ordinary conditions long 
to remain so, could very soon become the 
fairest of all Chicago’s many beautiful pleas- 
ure grounds. : 

There is already provision made about two- 
thirds of the way down the park shore for a 
large landing-dock, and I would suggest that, 
in addition, a big iron or stone pier be got in 
readiness not far away; this, too, allowed to 
remuin after 983. Since it is pretty certain 
that both the city and the State will be 
asked to contribute to the fund, why may 
they not do so with the understanding that 
the money thus advanced be applied on ob- 
jects that will stand, not only as fitting mon- 
uments of the great celebrauon, but as 
splendid ornaments to our city as weil as 
useful and instructive acquisitions to our 
peovle. 

There only remains the ques tion ot permis- 
sion to convert the park to the services of 
a Fair. It there be a law that would pre- 
vent the use of public lands so little im- 
proved for such a purpose, and if there re- 
ally de no way of avoiding this aw, then itis 
a wretchedly poor law, and the sooner it is 
repealed the better.

THEY ALL DID IT, THEY ALL o IT. 


In Cleopatra’s Time, as Well as Now, 
Women Painted Their Faces. 

New York Sun: Are you a student of sta- 
tistics? If you are you will bc interested in 
knowing that a German who got accurate 
data concerning the amount of cosmetics 
used all through the world says that the 
money that American women pay for them 
would naint 17.000 houses, allowing $75 for 
each house! Notwithstanding this horrible 
charge I don’t believe Americas women will 
quail when it comes to buying anything 
they think will add to tneir beauty. Of 
course, in nine cases out of ten, it doesn’t 
add to it, but even a man has to confess that 
a tiny little bit of powder to take the shine 
off tne nose is desirable. When Ovid was 
writing about women and their ways he said 
that a tancy for looking ill and delicate and 
playing on the feelings of the men had taken 
possession of them, and that it was a smart 
thing to get a fetching palior on their faces 
by white lead and other stuffs. In the ruins 
of Thebes an entire toilet case was found, 
with botties of perfumery, jars of powder, 
and tubes of paint, with brushes and cloths, 
evidently showing that the belle of that.day 
not only knew how to take good care of her 
skin, but believed in having good tools to 
achieve good results. The belies of Nineveh 
were willing to suffer to be beautiful; they 
had their skins made smooth with pumice 
stone and then they were enameled. 

Cleopatra net only had every cosmetic 
known in ber day to add to her good looks, 
but she also wrote a book on the care of the 
skin, which is, unfortunately for the belies 
of today, outof print. In 1779 the English 
Parliament, which always looked for tne 
protecuon of its men, considered a bill that 
read this way: All women, without dis- 
tinction as to age or rank, maideus as welt as 
widows, who should deceive the male sub- 
jects of bis Majesty and mislead them into 
marriage by means of paint, saive, beauty 
water, false teeth, false nair, Spanish wool, 
corsets, or padded hips should be punished 
under the provisions of the law against sor- 
cery, and the marriage shail be declared 
null.” The bill did not pass, I believe, and it

Mr. Sherman’s Amendment to the Pension 
Appropriation Bill Agreed To. 

WasHineTon,.D. C., May 9.—In the Senate 

the annual Pension Appropriation bill was 


taken up, the question being on the amend- 


ment offered yesterday by Mr. Sherman in- 
creasing the number of pegsion agents [sal- 
ary $4,000) from eighteen tétwenty. It) was 
agreed to—yeas 25, nays 19—a party vote, ex- 
cept that Mr. Payne voted aye and Meégsrs. 
Aliison, Ingalls, Piumb, and Teiler voted no. 

The bill having been reported back from 
the Committee of the Whole to the Senate 
thé question of that amendment came up 
again for action. 

Mr. Allison said: I feel aggrieved that 

increase of

There was no pension agen- 
cy at all in the State of Nebraska, or north 
or west of it nearer than San Francisco, and 
yet there was a larger 
soldiers in the States of Nebraska, Kansas, 
and North and South Dakota than iu any 
other States ia the Union in proportion to 
the aggregete population. If there was any 
action to ve taken in the matter of pension 
agencies it should be a readjustment and a 
consolidation of some of the smailer agen- 
cies. 

Finally the discussion closed and the vote 
on Mr. Sherman’s amendment was again 
taken. It was agreed to—yeas, 22; nays, 21. 
Mr. Payne again voted with the Republicons 
and Senators Allison, Ingalis, and Plumb 
With the Democrats. Mr. Teller, who had 
also voted with them on the former occasion, 


did not vote. 


The bill was then passed and the Military 
Academy bill was taken ud and passed. 

The Army Appropriation bill was then 
taken up. Among the amendments reported 
from the Committee on Appropriations and 
agreed to oy the Senate was a paragraph ap- 
propriating $100,000 for buildings at military 
posts for libraries, gymnasiums, amusement 
rooms, ana canteens. Mr. Hale moved an 
amendment providing that no alcoholic liq- 
uors, beer, or wine shall be sold or supplied 
to enlisted men in any such buildings at any 
military post. 

Mr. Frye said that tne recent decision of 
the Supreme Court had excited his State 
Sarin and had a tendency to destroy the 

-rohibitory law, if it did not actually destroy 
it. If tne United States opened tne door by 
that decision to vioiations of the Prohibitory 
law, and tben in addition to that authorized 
liquors to be sold on its own premises, wwe 
State of Maine might just as well give up the 
Prohi itory law aud let it go.

THE SERVICE PENSION BILL. 


A Democratic Attack on the Measure— 
Who Pays the Bills? 

Boston Herald (Dem.): A great misfortune 
‘to this country is the impression which is 
widely prevalent that, however much money 
the Government may spend, the people do 
not feel the expense. Under no other condi- 
tions could it be possivie for such enormous 
extravagance to exist as that which is seen 
at Washington. Confidence ia the capacity 
of the people for’self-government never was 
more severely tested than in recent exbibi- 
tions furpished by our National Congress. 
The House of Representatives tas actually 
voted this week, after but an hour or two of 
discussion, to add to the expenses of the peo- 
‘ple to the amount of ,000,000 annually 
for an indefinite number of years. Here is 
$500,000,000, at least, and probably much 
more, added to the National expenditure by 
a single act of legislation. Tne measure is 
not made law yet, but the chances are very 
strong that it soon will be. Is it not time for 
the people to sePiausly ask tbemseclves who 
pays this money? Weare proceeding upon the 
apparent assumption that nobody pays it— 
that somehow tne Government May spend 
money, ad libitum, without the effects of such 
outiay being felt in any quarter. 

Is it not time for those of us who think 
seriously to ask ourselves to what this state 
of affairs is tending! Has our country 


redched a condition in which, for the first 
world. 


time in the history of the 
publi¢ moneys may be spent to any 
extent with nobody teeling the burden? 
It realy would appear as if there was a 
large portion’ of our people who seriously 
thought so. We get up in the morning and 
We read the proceedings of Congress the day 
before to find that $50,000,000 has been adaed 
to the present annual appropriation bill in 
an absolute gift to a portuuon of the people, 
with.tne pledge that this gift shall equal the 
amount of 800.000, 000 before the work of 
parting with the public moneys is completed, 
and it is viewed with absolute unconcern by 
a very considerable class in our community. 
The question may well be asked if such men 
are fulfilling their duties as citizens in 
whose hands is the charge of repubiican 
government. It is a serious problem how 
long republican government can go on 
if there is sucha reckless discharge of its 
responsibilities. Thirty years ago the chil- 
dren, were taught in our public schools to 
look with pity upon Europe, where standing 
armies cost the people from $75,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 a year, and to thank Heaven that 
such taxation in our favored land was im- 
possible. Suppose that they had been told 
at that time that in che year 1890 our own 
outiay for military service in tne form of 
pensions would equal that of the most neav- 
ily burdened nation of Europe for its stand- 
ing army, and that, not content with this, 
the Congress would add 50 per cent more of 
expenditure to it, so that there was every 
reason to believe the pensions drain upon the 
Treasury would amount to nearly $150,000,000 
per annum. Yet this extravagance bids fair 
soon to be a fact with us. 

Supposing that che people do not feel this 
outiay; the habit of extravagance thus formed is 
in itself demoralizing; the creation of a class com- 
pesed of from half a million to a million of men 
who look to the Government for a considerable por- 
tion of their support is pernicious in its effects npon 
themselves ana upon anybody about them. But it 
is simply preposterous to assume that money 
may be lavished in this way and nobody 
realize tne burdea of the expenditure. Sup- 
pose that it was raised by direct taxation, 
and every man who contributed to it had his 
portion collected of him in a tax bill from a 
Goverament officer. How long would such a 
state of affairs as now prevaiis be tvlerated? 
But all this is an expenditure of money—the 
most reckless increase in the expenditure of 
money ever known in the world’s history. 
Money is the product of labor. Somebody 
toils and sacrifices to procure it. 

Money cannot be realized out of nothing by 
the Government any more than it can be by 
the individual. Favored individuals under 
Government get it without compensation on 
their part, just as favored individuals get it 
by speculation in private life. Labor really 
pays for it iu the end. whether it pays it into 
the pockets of lobbyists and of rings of rich 
men who corrupt iegisiators or of speculators 
in private life. Favored classes alone 
gain by taxation. It is preposter- 
ous to assume that any one else 
can. The farmers, the mechanics, the busi- 
ness-men furnish the funds to the National 
Treasury which extravagance squanders, 
When the farmers tind themselves in deot, 
when the mechanics have insufficient work 
or inadequate wages, when the business-men 
find .neir operations yieiding no profit, it is 
well worth their consideration if this is not 
the operation of indirect taxation upon the m. 
It is at least sure that for all Government 
extravagance the bill must ultimately be 
paid by the labor of the land.

tablish the Fact That the Law ts Not 
Observed—He Is Treated with Great 
Politeness but Gains No Information— 
Astonishing Ignorance Displayed on the 
Part of Raitroad Officials and Ther 
Patrons—Other Rallroad News, 


The statement in Tun Trisuns that the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission had sent 
detectives or agents to discover what truth 
there is in the that the law is being 
willtully violated by nearly all the Western 
roads was not only discredited put was 
laughed at as being preposterous and sensa- 
tional. Eviaence is at hand, however, to 
show that as usual Tun TRIBUNE was well 
informed. One of these Inter-State Com- 
merce agents, or detectives, made his appear- 
ance in this city yesterday. A young gentle- 
man of fine address appeared at the office of 
Chief lnspector Rainer of the Joint Rate 
Committee and presented a card which read 
as follows: 
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INTER-STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, 
WASHINGTON, b. OC. 


The gentleman informed Mr. Rainer that 
he had been sent West to investigate the re- 
ports that the provisions of the law were 
being ignored. He said ne had already been 
in Kansas City, Omaha, and other points in 
the West and talked with merchants and 
shippers, but they had refused to give nm 
any information. The railroad officiais had 
been exceedingly polite, but had insisted 
that, as far as they knew, the law was being 
observed. He had come to Chicago to inter- 
view Chief Inspector Rainer, who, he had 
been told, could furnish him with all the in- 
formation he desired. 2 

Mr. Rainer, however, was no more com- 
municative. He told him that he had no 
positive knowledge of direct violations of 
the law, and referred the young man to the 
chairmen of the various associations and tne 
managers of the different roads. 

The {Inter-State Commerce Commission 
might just as well have saved the expense of 
There is 
not the least probability that they will secure 
any information that will enlighten the com- 
mission on the subject. The shippers and 
merchants who receive the benefit of re- 
bates, comm ssious, etc., are not likely to 
„give the snap away.” Not only would it 
deprive them of the advantages they now en- 
joy over their competitors, but it would make 
them equally hable with the ratiroads for 
the discrimination practiced und make them 
subject to the same penalties. The railroad 
officiais are even less inciined to tell the 
truth. While they admit that the law is be- 
ing openly violated it is always the other 
fellow who is doing it. It is stated that the 
com mission’s agents bave powers of attorney 
toexamine the books and records of the 
roads. But these books and records show 
nothing except that full tariff rates have 
been charged. Not even such experts as 
Chief Inspector Kainer can find out any- 
thing from the books and records. The cuts 
and rebates are not put on record. Devices 
are resorted to in paying rebates to shippers 
or to give them the benefit of re- 
duced rates that make detection 
almost impossible, The monéys thus 
paid out are generally charged to operating 
expenses, or profit and loss accounts. The 
favorite method pursued by the roads is to 
allow the favored shippers to bring ina 
claim for damage, which is paid without in- 
vestigation. Another: way is to pay a com- 
mission toaclerk or agent of the merchant 
or shipper for securing the business. In 
some instances a large mileage is paid to 
shippers who furnish their own cars. The 
only wayin which the commission can se- 
cure the evidence that the law is almost en- 
tirely ignored is to send some of their own 
members out West to examine, under oath, 
the accused officialsand shippers. There are 
many railroad officials who when put under 


oath will no doubt admit tne ir guilt, 


A DEFECTIVE AGuEEMENT, 


The Western. Passenger Association Not 
Likely to Be a Success. 

The General Passenger Agents of the 
Western roads are stillengaged in perfecting 
the details of their new agreement. Nearly 
the entire day was spent in considering the 
rules and many knotty questions were ad- 
justed. Nothing was done, however, to make 
the new agreement stronger than the oid 
one. In many instances it has been made 
much weaker, in order to avoid trouble and 
discussions that might endanger the new ar- 
raugement. One of the passenger officials 
said lastevening that the new agreement 
had holes large enough to drive four-horse 
teams through, ana predicted that it would 
not hold good three months. 

As regards the commission question it was 
decided to continue paying commissions for 
the sale of tickets to every Tom, Dick, and 
Harry as heretofore. Ine passenger offi- 
cials admit that the practice is demoralizing, 
but claim that they have to continue it be- 
cause the east-bound roads from Chicago are 
paying commissions, and the Wabash, 
which belongs to the Eastern as well as the 
Western Association, could not pay commis- 
sions on one partof its line without doing 
the same on its Western portion. The 
fact is, however, that tne Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads are anxious to stop the pay- 
ment of commissions as soon as the Western 
roads will put their aifferentiai rates in the 
Missouri River rate sheets. It looks mucn 
as if the refusal of the Missouri Pacific and 
other Western roads to quote the Eastern 
differentials in their rate sheets is due to a 
desire to perpetuate the practice of paying 
commissions in the West. 

The rules about the sale of mileage tickets 
are left about the same as heretofore. One 
thousand mule tickets will be sold for 2 
cents per mile and 2,000 mile tickets at 2 
cents per mile. The charge for the former 
will be $25 with a rebate of $5. 

The place where the meetings of the new 


Western Passenger Association“ will be 


held was left blank, with the understanain 
that the Chairman, waenever he finds it ad- 
visable, shail call the meetings at some 
Other pointin the association than Chicago. 
This was done to appease the Missouri Paci- 
fic, which insisted that some of the meetings 
must be held in St. Louis. 

it is understood that the eiection of a per- 
manent Chairman will be deferred until it 
has been demonstrated that the new agree- 
ment can be carried out. 

The Wisconsin Central no longer attends 
the meetings ana will act independently, and 
there is no prospect that the Karsas City, 
Fort Scott and Memphis, Denver and Rio 
Grande, Milwaukee, Lake Shore and West- 
ern, Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern, 
or lowa Centrai roads will consent to become 
members. So long as these road continue to 
act independently an advance in rates is im- 
possible.

Seldom do satirical ahd political squibs and 
funny sayings last so long; but these concern 
a critical point ia the history of the English- 
speaking race; the time when Jacobism,“ 
the principle of the French Revolution, was 
rejected by England, ana constitutional mon- 
archy given a new lease of life. 

The “ Anti-Jacobin’” was a weekly paper, 
the literary organ of Government under Pitt. 
Most of the statesmen of his time and opin- 
ions contributed satirical verses to this anti- 
Fox paper. The Great Commoner” himself 
is said to be the author of these lines, writ- 
ten, ostensibly. to be placed under the bustof 
Fox which the Empress of Russia had piaced 
between the busts of Demosthenes and 
Cicoero: :

And triumphed in his country's cause.

Tib (so-called frum a peculiar twitching of 
his eyes) is one of the greatest slave owners 
in-the world. But this extraordinary figure 
in African affairs possesses enormous wealth 
and an almost despotic power over the great 
tract of country Which comprises his planta- 
tions. Also his word may be implicitly ’re- 
lied on—a quality as rare in an Arab as it is 
desirabie in anybody. 

Absorbingly interesting is the account of 
the journey from Banana, at the mouth of 
the Congo, to Wadelai, at the source of the 
Nile—the privauon, starvation, disease, 
mutinies, and attacks from savages ever 
hovering in their track, that haa to be en- 
dured before they reached Emin. 
Then “the . difficulty of persuading 
him that he needed rescuing, his 
irresoluteness and desire to remain 
although most of his followers had deserted 
him and he had already been imprisonea by 
the mutineers, all these fill with wonder 
and admiration: the mind of the reader.

“The Rev. J. G. Wood, His Life and 
Work,“ is an interesting volume of 318 
pages by the Rev. T. Wood, son of the sub- 
ject of this biography. The Rev. J. G. 
Wood was the weil-known author of popular 


works on natural history. He was an or- | 


dained minister, but spent most of his life in 
scientific studies, in lecturing on natural 
history, and in the prevarawon of works tor 
publication. He was born in London in 1827, 
took his degree of Bachelor of Arts at 
Oxford in 1847, and afterwards studied 
divinity at Oxford. his voice and manner 
of address as a preacher were not spe- 
cially attractive. For this reason probably 
his laborsin the pulpit were somewhat re- 
stricted. Besides, his great love tor natural 
history in ail of its departments led him to 
special studies and observation in this line. 

e was fond of out-door recreations, espciaily 
croquet, lawn-tennis, swimming, etc., which 
favored his weak physical constitution. . He 
soon became a popular lecturer and made 
many warm friends on his lecturing tours. It 
was on one of these excursions that he was 
seized with peritonitis and died at Coventry 
in February, 1889. 

The present volume contains many particu- 
lars of his animal pets,“ his recreations, 
scientific inquiries, eto. The many readers 
of his works on natural history will find this 
biography one of unusual interest and value, 
and it cannot fail of acceptance in a Still 
wider circle. It hus been republished in 
this “>.

study of medieval ) 
the least interesting feature of the exhibit is the 
department of bindings, which ensbles the ob- 
server to follow the progress of that delicate art 
from its begmning in the dark ages to ita oul- 
mination in the sixteenth century, and thence to 
its modern decadence. Bookbind may be 
said to have commenced when 
instead of being rolled into what the Romans 
Called volumina, were sewed together in 
separate sheets. These sheets required protec- 
tion, which was afforded at first by ponderous 
‘squares of wood or ivory, sometimes heavily in- 
crusted with metal. These hard materials soon 
gave place to the lighter and more pliable 
leather-covered pasteboard, a more suitable 
covering for the vellum sheets which bore the 
beautiful illuminated text of the medigwvuls or 
the splendid typography of the early printers. 
White pig-skin and brown calf-skin were called 
into requisition, and stamped with designs, at 
first simple, but gradually more elaborate. 
Toward tne close of the fifteenth century gold 
was introduced into these stamped designs. Mr. 


Quaritch shows an early Venetian tome, on 


whose cover gold dots are tentatively used. This 


„experiment was so successful that in the si- 


teenth century decorated bindings became a rage 
throughout the civilized world. The Tudors of 


England caused precious stones to be bound in 


morocco and stamped with the royal arms and 
all-over designs of gold. German and Flemish 
potentates vied with them, and in Italy Canevari 
introduced cameo medallions into the covers, 
which were adorned with many colors besides 
the once-prized gold. These medallions show 
curious figures or heraldic designs carved in bas- 
relief in a wooden disk, which is inserted in the 
center of the cover and colored. 

But the palm for excellence in this charming 
art soon passed to France, which has kept it to 
this day. In the luxurious courts of Francis I. 
and bis successors all the arts were patronized 


tor che pastime of the great, and delicate book- 


bindings became one of the fads alike of Prin- 
cesses and the beautiful favorites of Kings. It 
was the Treasurer Grolier, however, whose ex- 
Quisite taste brought about that efflorescence of 
the art which the best of the moderns merely 
imitate. There is no proof that this famous col- 
lector drew the designs which he inspired, which 
form @ style still associated with his name. He 
set the fashion for all Europe, however, because 
these designs are exquisitely suitable, murked 
by simplicity and beauty cf line and color. They 
are geometrical in character and stamped in 
the leather, which is enriched with gold or richly 
tinted. Of the true Groliers Mr. Quariteh shows 
four fine specimens, besides innumerable ex- 
amples of the English, French. and Italian Gro- 
lieresque. A folio bound for the Barl of Arun- 
del is in this manner, and it shows a painting of 
a white horse in the center of the top cover, one 
of the earliest examples of pictures so used. 

For Diane de Poitiers sumptuously beautiful 
bindings were produced, rich in gold and colors. 
This fair, frail creature read prayers from a 
missal whose exterior is a masterpiece of art. 
But the Kings’ wives were not outaone by their 
favorites. One of the most exquisite bindings in 
the Quaritch collection was executed for Mar- 
guerite de Valois, and Louise de Lorraine was 
another royal patron. Even the cruel-hearted 
Catharine de Medicis found time to encourage 
the bookbinders, and the daintiest gilded trifies 
were made to amuse the peaceful moments of 
her murderous career. 

The delicate work of the Eve family carries us 
into the seventeenth oentury, when the 
famous binder Le Gascon wrought out of fine 
dots of gold his exquisite ornamental designs, 
and when Louis XIV. caused Boyer to stamp 
his tomes with the golden lilies of France. Al- 
ready, however, the art had lost a little of the 
splendid originality of thé earlier ¢poch, and 
when we reach the eighteenth century—that age 
of false pretense and finical triviality—this art 
like the others has fallen upon effeminate days 
from which not even the sumptuous Padeloup 
or the exquisite Dérome could redeem it. Even 
then there was much beauty, however, though 
of a less virile sort, and the metals were once 
more called into requisition. A book presented 
to the Dauphiness in 1750 is shown in a heavy 
silver-gilt cover, richly chased with figures of 
cherubs and a delicate arabesque of foliage. 

But royal patronage both in Franee and En- 
gland could not prevent the decline of the 
art. The nineteenth century, which has devel- 
oped the other arts into. splendid activity, 
has degraded this one until its modern 


manifestations are scarcely worthy to rank as | 


artistic. It is now merely s feeble imitation of 
the past—a handicraft, but not an art. Even 
the elaborate efforts of the most famous modern 
binders which Mr. Quaritch displays cannot 
shake this conviction. The best French and En- 
glish binding of today shows exquisite finish of 
workmanship, but the ornamental designs are 
usually mere meaningless flourishes stamped in 
gold of no decorative value. The beauty of Bed- 
fords and Lerocs is often in proportion to the 
meagerness of these stamped borders, a simple 
line or narrow scroll being more effective than 
the badly-designed wide borders. One of these 
modern examples shows a veritable mosaic of 
different shades of morocco, the points of junc- 
tion concealed by gold stamping. Jewels are 
inserted in this cover, which represents the best 
of recent French work, yet which boasts little 
beauty in spite of its magnificence. The doubié 
bindings, in which morocco protects the covers 
inside as well as outside, are also marvelous ex- 
amples of delicate workmanship. These bind- 
ings are the perfection of convenience, being 
strong and durable and opening freely, and the 
leathers of which they are made are extremely 
fine in texture and rich in color. 
were as fine as the workmanship ‘the art would 
not be in its decadence. 

It needs an infusion of new ideas which Amer- 
ica ought to endeavor to furnish. Yet in this 
country we have done only the most perfunctory 
mechanical work, and ever our mechanism is 
clumsy in comparison with that of Leroc or 
Bedford. Of course the tendency of tne 
age is toward the multiplying and cheapen- 
ing of books and bindings, but di- 
tions de luxe continue to enjoy a ready 
sale, and artistic bindings will always find eager 
purchasers. The trouble is with our binders, 
When a representative association like the 
Architectural League of New York can proudly 
display at its annual exhibitions bock - cover de- 
signs which are utterly puerile and false it is 
time for our publishers to study the beautiful 
work of the past. The designs which they stamp 
on the cloth covers of ordinary books might easi- 
ly be good instead of trashy, as at present, and 
the finer bindings might be works of art if Amer- 
ican taste and ingenuity were properly educated 
and encouraged in this direction.

Jodi PICTURE TAKEN FOR A PENNY. 


The Latest Enterprise in Connection with 
the Slot Machine—PFow It Works. 
London Times: The latest development of 
the penny automatic delivery box is a ma- 
chine for taking portraits, which will shortiy 
be competing in railway stations and other 
public places with the sweetmeat and cigar- 
ette boxes. A private view of this ingenious 
piece of mechanism was given yesterday at 
the works of Messrs. Saiter & Co., spring 
balance manufacturers, West Bromwich, 
and was attended by a large number of 
scientific experts. The machine is in the 
form of a large square box, mounted 
on a hollow pedestal. On the front cen- 
ter is a small lens, surmounted by @ mirror, a 
slot for pence is in the top left-hand corner, 
while a smaller slot for halfpence in the 
opposite corner is for the supply of brass 
foiding frames for the mounting of the 
photographs. The person to be photographed 
takes bis stand in front of the lens with his 
back to a post or rail fixed at a distance of 
three feet from the machine and adjusts 
‘himself so that bis full face shall be reflected 
in the mirror. With his left hand he then 
puts a penny in the slot and remains motion- 
less for five seconds, when the sound 
of a bell announces that the impres- 
sion is complete. In forty seconds 
more the finished photograph on a metal 
plate drops through the delivery hole Un 
to a small shelf, and the process is complete. 
An extra halfpenny will procure asuitable 
frame, but this luxury is optional. The im- 
pressions resembie those of the cheap glass 
positive photographs, only that tinplate is 
substituted for glass. The mechanism is at 
present a secret, but the principle appears to 
be that of a rotary arm, which carries the 
plate through a series of chemical baths till 
the impression is developed and fixed. There 
were afew hitches yesterday, which were 
accounted for by the improvi character of 
the arrangements, but the results appeared 
to give satisfaction to the great majority of 
the persons who tested the powers of the ma- 
chine. It is understood that a company will 
be formed to work the invention.
